He told, graphically, of how surviv- 
ing church edifices care for the 
congregations of those that have 
been 
bombed; 
of all remaining 


churches serving as shelters and 
aid-centers; of pastors who have 
taken up their residence in their 
church basements, that they might 
be near to serve; of nightly prayer 
meetings in many, or most, air-raid 
shelters; and of groups of soldiers 
making a careful study of possible 
social systems for a post-war M'orld; 
and, after conning 
Communism, 


Nazism, Fascism, pacifism, social- 
ism, etc., coming out into the clear 
with the conviction that only ap- 
plied Christianity holds hope as a 
new world order. His glimpses of 
the aoul-stlrring of masses of peo- 
ple who have found God in dis- 
aster were thrilling. 
That group of men at the lunch- 
eon I attended, representatives of 
denominations and of interdenomi- 
national organizations, themselves 
typified the new and deeper concep- 
tions of the mission of the Church 
that are today mastering the minds 
of religious leaders. Significantly, 
their attitude is one of a return to 
Christ and His power to save our 
imperilled world. In a new, practic- 
al sense, churchmen today are echo- 
ing John Wesley's word, "The world 
is my parish." 


A New World Order. 


Our own day's breaking- out of a 


world consciousness is somewhat 
akin to the experience of the Early 
Church. There were cosmopolitan 
Christians in old Antioch; we have 
the names of some of them. They 
indoctrinated the Church with a 
sense of her mission to tho whole 
world. And so began, definitely, the 
enterprlsee of Christian missions. 
Saul and Barnabas, leaders whom 
short-sightedness would never have 
spared from their Important work 
in the great city, were solemnly set 
apart as the flrat missionaries of 
the Gospel to answer the call that 
is implicit In the Word. They took 


I young John Marie along as their 
attendant, when they set sail for 
the Island of Cyprus—now a stra- 
tegic spot in the present Mediter- 
ranean conflict. 'After the war, I 
advise tourists to include Cyprus, 
which, in addition to many natural 
and historic charms, has the prac- 
tical advantage ot being IncredibJy 
inexpensive.) 


These first 
ambassadors of an 
imperial Church were Inaugurating 
a new world order, destined to over- 
throw the paganism and cruelties of 
Rome; even as it is also certain 
to give us some day the better way 
u Ar* f°V which we pray and do 
battle. Those Antioch Christians 
were not 
isolationists; they ac- 


cepted their responsibility for "the 
regions 
beyond." Doubtless there 
were some church members who 
olV?c!£$' 1Ike the Iater Yankee who 
said, "New England has no religion 
to spare." Whereupon one made 
the historic retort, "Religion is a 
commodity, the peculiar nature of 
which Is that the more you give 
away, the more you have left." The

Of course, these fii'st Gospel- 


carrying adventurers met with ob- 
stacles. As we shall see in the 
later'Lessons, their progress was 
everywhere marked with opposi- 
tion. In Cyprus it took the form oC 
a member of the Roman pro-con- 
sul's suite, Elymas, the 
sorcerer. 


(Hitler is not the first superstitious 
ruler to consult astrologers and for- 
tunetellers.) Elymas was jealous 
of the ruler's interest in the new 
faith, and sought to turn him aside. 
Then Saul, or Paul, as he is here 


called for the first time, swung into 
action. If any Casper Milquetoasts 
hftve read thus far, they would bet- 
ter skip the following paragraphs. 
For Paul was no milk-and-water 
Christian, with only honeyed and 
humble speech on his lips. He fol-1 
lowed the stern example of his Mas-' 
ter when he turned upon the sor- 
cerer with these not words;— 


"You 
son of the devil, you enemy 


of all good, full of all craft and of 
all cunning, will you never stop di- 
verting the straight paths of the 
Lord? See here, the Lord's hand 
will fall upon you, and you will be 
blind, unable for a time to see the 
aim." (Moffatt's Translation) Small 
wonder the pro-consul believed, as 
he saw his favorite necromancer 
led away blinded. 


Paul No Appeaser. 


So Paul was no appeaser. He had 
no fellowship with those timid souls 
who would not speak harshly even 
of Satan himself. We have the 
breed still amongst us—men and 
women who find excuses foi 
ler and Hitlerism; and who 
conceive of Christianity only 
weak and mild tolerance /or 
that which is evil. The man who 
arraigned Elymns with the blister- 
ing words also later wrote the Thir- 
teenth Chapter of Corinthians; and 
both utterances are true. 


Let no fond souls think that the! 
new world order is to be brought 
about by wishful thinking. There 
are foes to be faced, of many kinds 
and on many battlefields. Stern 
thinting and speaking and action 
will be called for, ere the light of 
love of brotherhood, of justice and 
of liberty can be attained. Our day 
neccB Pauline courage, as well as 
FauJne devotion.

A REPENTANT SINNER? 


The "Strange 
Case of 


Rudolf Hess" has seemed 
to be vanishing from the 
news lately, under the blan 
ket of silence imposed by 
the British government. But 
it isn't likely to be forgot- 
ten or permanently ignor- 
ed. Here, anyway, is a sur- 
prising and interesting view 
of the mystery, set forth by 
a Christian minister, who 
compares Hess with the 
great early Christian con- 
vert, St. Paul, and some 
lesser lights of history. 


Of the three explanations 


of Hess's action — insanity, 
cowardice and sincerity— 
he prefers the last. 


"History 
has not been 


without its notable conver- 
sions," says the clergyman, 
'which have affected for 
good the whole trend of hu- 
man 
thought 
and action. 


This is particularly true in 
the sphere of Christian in- 
fluence, beginning with St. 
Paul and continuing down 
to Chiang Kai Shek. 


"Without the conversion
